:ntlueuce than most of tho wives un l 
iuothoi-8 of whom sl-.e ahvays apol^.. 
with pitying contempt. She died a yoai 
ago, " tii-ed out," aa she saiil, "witn 
hviug," and with but one or two friumls 
to follow her to the graTc.

No doubt Nar.aimo 
and Departure Bay jiossess \ i'ry great 
natural advanta;,'e;! for fortiheations, 
and the ehiin^e that is proposed would 
be fea.sible hut for the unfortunate cir- 
cumstance that the approachfts to those 
harbors will be commanded by foreign 
guns. There is not a channel loading 
to Nanainio that might not li(f raked 
by guns jjlantod on San Juan Island or 
others of the once disputed group. 
This fact— which dashes the aspirations 
of our east coast contemporary — also 
renders the adoption of Esquimalt as 
the sea terminus of the Canadian Pa 
cific railway a necessity. It would never 
do for the carrying trade of the British 
portion of the continent to be subject to 
such inronvenionees and dangers us 
American island fortiilcaiions uouldim- 
pose, any raoro than it would do for 
British naval vessels that rendez- 
vous in these waters to be depend- 
ent, in the emergency of a war, 
for their Kiijjply of coal upon existing 
uieaiia of coinnuinication. That 
Nanaimo and Departure Bay siiould b(! 
fortified against raids goes without talk- 
ing ; they might ea.-.ily be made im- 
pregnable ; but wh.'il would be the 
value of the coal measures to tin- Urit- 
ish fleet m the evrnt of a foreign war if 
the ve.ssels carrying co.i! must ]i.iss be- 
neath American guns f It is tin; acces- 
.sibility of Esquimau from the open 
sea, combined with the natural mlvan- 
tages of site and defence, that i endi-r it ; 
inainteuanco as a naval depot and for 
tidcation ns such necessnrv. In limn 
of war Nanaiuio might be c1o-m-i1 to 
communication with the outer world as 
tightlv asawell cijrkeJand sealed 'joltlc; 
but ICsquiiualt and Vicinria harbors 
could never ho closed, nor could ship- 
ping bound to or from them be harassed 
by hostile shore batteries. \'ictorians 
should be, and no doubt arc, d'^ejily 
obliged to the [tress of Vale and Nanai- 
mo for the earnest ;ind deep suiii'iluile 
manifested in their welfare ; but it will 
bo found that the "archives" and tho 
"dockyard" are much safer in their 
present locations — wherf, they were 
established by experienced military 
men — than they could possibly be in 
the }j!ace.s designated by the riew.-,p:iiier 
generals and strategifits of the province.

On the 
graceful slopes abovu you lower the 
si>ire.sof the many churches of nearly 
evi'rv deiinunnation, whoso Sal)biith 
bells echo the heart songs of a God fear- 
ing people. .\nd here yon are at the 
dock. The deej) lone of tho engineer's 
gong is hushed, and tho mate's cry of 
"All fast, sir," tells you that your jour- 
nev is ended. The wharf ]U'esents the 
most spotted array vi liuinanitv that 
vou ever beheld. Bawling.' hack-driv- 
ers and hotel solicitors, Klootchinen 
with llieir heads tied in gaudy bandan- 
nas, swarthy Lascars and Kanaka 
whalers, with n light sprinkling of the 
honest miner from Cassiar or Cirilioo, 
a!i tlie.-.i' elbow their way to the front, 
jl- niud tlieni we see stoiit gentlemen iri 
gr:i\ twtieds, maiiv iif them retired ser- 
vants of the Hudson's Bay Company or 
ex-incumbents of the political ofliees 
of the colony. Why do they renniin 
here alter being out of place, do veu 
ask ( liei'ause children are iiorii to 
them and homes reared about tlieiu 
that have become endeared over the 
lowers of Westminster or the dome of 
.St. Pfjul's. And further, because they 
have been the founders of a new civili- 
zation and do not care to lose sight of 
their political oHspring. 

The streets and shops have a (piiet 
look and tho bustle which characteri/.('s 
rortlaud, Seattle and \\'all:\- Walla is 
niest ('u;i>i)icuoas iiy its absence. But 
they live and they live well. No stores 
(shops they are called there) open after 
p. m., and no clerk can couqjlaiii of 
being wind<ed at unusual hours- holi- 
davs come in prettv ofte'ii, the niieen's 
birthday, Coronation day and IttHuin- 
iou day, any one of thorn heint' nmi-e 
observed th.m the Fourth of Jidy on 
this side, follow each other in rapid 
succession, all insitio of thirty days ; in 
addition, every Saturday is a half holi 
day. < >n summer days one can hardly 
go on any of the mimeroirs romantic 
driv es abou L the cit\", but what here and 
therein ipiiel little nooks he will m\c 
parties of from half a do/.i'ii to twenty 
lunching, singing or jierhaps playing at 
blind man's bufl' — children and gray- 
haired grandfathers taking pai t in the 
same games, the latter actually romp- 
ing, .shouting and having as good times 
as if they were still young; at lieait 
the.se people never grow old and as a 
rule live longer than re.-^idents of the 
United States. Merchants are sleek, 
well-fed, contented looking, and the 
.*.ni('ncan reader of Dickens fancies <m 
every corner that ho is meeting tiie 
t.'herryble brothers. These people havi! 
outlived anv insane desire to become 
suddenly rich that they may have ever 
eiilertuined. They have determined to 
take life easy and get their money's 
worth ; .and right here we take the lib- 
erty of remarking that it would be a 
downright act of charity to export a 
fi-w of our wt-al'liy residents to N'ietnria 
if for nil other purpos'; than to take a 
lesson in tile ''ai t oi" livin:;, '
